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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed October 1, 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIP A (pre- AIP A 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 3-5, 7,8, 13-18, 20-23, 34, and 36-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by KURISAKI et al. 

The claimed invention is drawn to a positive working imageable composition comprising 
an ink-receptive hydroxyfunctional resin comprising a covalently bound radiation sensitive 
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group capable of increasing the solubility of said imageable composition in an alkaline developer 
upon exposure to radiation; and an isocyanate crosslinking agent. 

KURISAKI et al anticipates the claimed invention at Example 1 by disclosing a 
photosensitive quinonediazide compound made by a condensation reaction with a oligomeric 
novolak resin, a crosslinking isocyanate compound and an additional acrylic resin, see column 8, 
line 58 - column 9, line 32. The formula found on in column 2, line 58-68 discloses a 
polyphenols compound esterified with a 1,2-naphthoquinonediazide compound. This 
compound/oligomer is made by a condensation reaction between a phenolic compound and an 
aldehyde like novolaks and is seen to meet the hydroxyfunctional resin as claimed in the 
application. 

The arguments and amendment has been carefully considered, however the novolak 
resins are seen and known to be ink receptive, thus still meeting the newly amended scope, see 
column 29, lines 10-15 in cited reference NISHINO et al. The rejection is repeated and no claim 
is allowed.
